So the thriving 
merchant discounts every bill as it 
comes. But to do so he must have 
ready cash, and he can get it only as 
he receives it from customers, or as 
he loans it to himself as working 
capital.

TUE RAILROAD BEATEN. 


Derision Against Free Cartage by the 
Interstate Commission. 
W ashington, April 28.—The inter­ 
state commerce commission has decided 
the case of Stono Sc Carten against the 
Detroit, Grand 
Haven & Milwaukee 
railroad company in favor of complain­ 
ants. 
Tho main opinion was written by 
Chairman Cooley, Commissioners Mor­ 
rison and Shoemaker concurring aud 
expressing additional views, and a dis­ 
senting 
opinion 
was filed by Com­ 
missioner Bragg. 
This case involves tho question of the 
lawfulness of free cartage of freights 
by railroad companies to and from one 
station 
on their lines and shippers’ 
places of business, when such free cart­ 
age is not given to shippers at another 
station on tho same lino taking the same 
grouped rate. 
The commission rules that the practice 
Is in effect the giving of a rebate from 
the regular published tariff rate, and, in 
this case, also violates the long and short 
haul clause of tho law bv making the 
charge for the shorter distance to Ionia, 
Mieh., greater than to Grand Rapids, 
Mich., tho longer distance. The railroad 
company is ordered to cease and desist 
J from making such free cartage at Grand 
' Rapids.
